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which is estimated at 1,101,499. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Sligo, viz, 9.(5, and the highest in Ballymena, viz, 33.5 per 1,000. 
In Dublin and suburbs 217 deaths were registered, including diph- 
theria 2, measles 2, enteric fever 2, whooping cough 2, and 36 from 
tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended December 22, 1906, correspond to an annual rate of 19.9 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,787,788. The 
lowest rate of mortality was recorded in Lieth, viz, 12.0, and the 
highest in Dundee, viz, 25.3 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 681, including diphtheria 11, 
enteric fever 2, measles 5, scarlet fever 6, and 19 from whooping cough. 

Jamaica— Port Antonio. — Three weeks ended December 29, 1906. 
No deaths reported. The health of the port is good. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten days ended December 10, 1906. Estimated 
population, 163,324. Total number of deaths not reported. One death 
from diphtheria reported. 

Java — Batavia.— Two weeks ended December 1, 1906. Estimated 
population, 160,000. Total number of deaths not reported. No con- 
tagious diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended December 15, 1906. Estimated popu- 
lation, 205,059. Total number of deaths, 239, including diphtheria 6. 

Spain — Barcelona. —Ten days ended December 20, 1906. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 382, including diphtheria 
10, enteric fever 12, measles 1, scarlet fever 1, smallpox 5, whooping 
cough 2, and 30 from tuberculosis.
